Sharpe  Is  Honored  on  500th  Victory 


Winning  500  basketball  games  in  Indiana  High  School 
basketball  would  be  a  milestone  for  most  coaches.  For 
Coach  Howard  Sharpe  it's  only  a  "half  milestone." 

In  29  years  of  coaching  in  the  high  school  ranks 
Coach  Sharpe  has  mounted  506  wins  while  coming  up 
on  the  short  end  only  208  times,  which  gives  him  an 
average  record  of  17  wins  for  only  7  losses  per  season. 
This  impressive  record  has  given  him  the  title  of  the 
"winningest"  active  coach  in  Indiana  High  School 
Basketball  today.  With  this  outstanding  career  record 
which  has  placed  him  in  the  elite  of  the  coaching 
ranks,  he  has  also  achieved  a  number  of  other  accom- 
plishments such  as  leading  4  Gerstmeyer  teams  to  the 
state  finals  and  being  state  runner-up  in  2  out  of  4 
times  and  losing  one  of  those  two  games  by  only  a 
single  point.  He  also  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
only  active  coach  in  the  state  of  Indiana  to  win  4 
semi-state  titles  in  his  numerous  bids  to  reach  the  ulti- 
mate goal  in  his  career — that  being  to  win  the  state 
championship  of  Indiana.  After  looking  at  the  never 
ending  list  of  accomplishments  and  contributions 
Coach  Sharpe  has  made  to  basketball,  you  would 
think  that  except  for  achieving  his  ultimate  goal,  he 
had  obtained  all  of  the  others  he  had  set  for  him- 
self, but  with  Coach  Sharp,  "It's  not  what  goals  I've 
achieved,  it's  what  further  goals  I  can  obtain."

Our  everchanging  world  is  resulting  in  the  great 
knowledge  of  science.  The  Gerstmeyer  Science  De- 
partment offers  a  wildly  developed  study  of  the  sci- 
ences for  this  purpose. 

The  student  can  take  any  of  several  courses  offered. 
The  chemistry  course  offers  many  new  laboratory  ex- 
periments and  an  intensive  research  of  the  subject. 
Physical  Science  enables  the  student  to  have  a  brief 
understanding  of  many  sciences  including:  chemistry, 
geology,  and  astronomy.  The  study  of  matter  and  mo- 
tion can  be  learned  in  Physics.  Life  Science  provides 
the  knowledge  of  nature  to  the  student.

The  instructor  provided  a  wide  variety  of 
information  in  his  lectures  which  range  from  the 
Nervous  System  to  Parenthood.  Charts,  replicas  of  the 
human  body,  and  films  help  to  give  the  student  a 
better  understanding  of  the  world  around  him.  After 
taking  Health  a  person  learns  how  to  take  care  of  him- 
self and  others  around  him.  The  Health  teachers  for 
this  year  were  Mr.  Robert  Cave  and  Mr.  James  Malloy. 

A  Person  quickly  learns  how  to  take  care  of  himself 
and  others  when  he  engages  in  Driver's  Ed.  This  is  not 
a  required  course,  but  many  students  sign  up  for  it.

Over 
thirty  different  kinds  of  instructional  equipment  and 
materials  are  used  in  the  program.

Shop  Courses  Prove  Helpful  with  Future  Careers 


At  Gerstmeyer  there  is  a  wide  variety  of  vocational 
courses  which  offer  almost  any  type  of  vocational 
training,  such  as  auto  shop,  electrical  shop,  print  shop, 
wood  shop,  machine  shop,  welding,  and  drafting. 

Mr.  John  Valle  is  in  charge  of  scheduling  the  boys 
into  various  classes.  The  boys  not  only  have  an  enjoy- 
able experience,  but  they  also  prepare  themselves  for 
future  jobs.  Any  boy  wishing  to  enroll  in  a  vocational 
class  merely  needs  to  ask  Mr.  Valle. 

A  vocational  class  usually  lasts  for  three  hours.  This 
year  the  vocational  class  was  in  the  afternoon  lasting 
through  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  hours.  The  class  is 
made  up  of  lectures,  work,  and  studying.

Of  course,  French  isn't  the  only  subject  offered  in 
foreign  language.  There  is  also  German  taught  by 
Mr.  James  Foley  alias  "Herr".  Did  you  ever  wonder 
as  you  passed  a  German  class  if  it  was  really  "Oh 
Christmas  Tree"  you  were  hearing  or  maybe  it  was 
just  your  imagination?  Although  it  was  probably  in 
the  middle  of  October  you  were  really  hearing  that 
famous  Christmas  carol.  This  is  just  one  of  the  many 
ways  in  which  German  students  are  able  to  study  Ger- 
man culture.
